If you are a wage earner nr 
salaried person, you should bring 
a record of your 1962 earnings, 
such as the witlihoiding lax state¬ 
ment, Form W-2, given you by 
your employer. 

If you are a .self-cmplnyod per¬ 
son, it will be necessaj-y for you 
to submit a copy of your 19C2 
Federal Income Tax Return and 
evidence that the tax has been 
paid to th Internal Revenae Serv¬ 
ice. 

You should have on hand a fig¬ 
ure for the total amount of your 
wages or self-employment net in¬ 
come received to date in 1963, and 
also be prepared to furnish an 
estimate of the total earnings 
you expect to have in the entire 
year. 

You should also bring proof of 
age for yourself and for any de¬ 
pendents who are eligible f<!r 
benefits. While a birth certificate 
or baptismal certificate made at 
or near the time of birth is pre¬ 
ferable, many other types of evi¬ 
dence may be accepted.

¥i honeydew melon Vfe cup cold water 

Vi cantaloupe 3 tablespoons lemon '.k-c 

Vi cup boiling water cup real mayonnaise 

1 (3-ouncc) package lime V4 teaspoon salt 
flavored gelatin 

Scoop out 6 balls from each melon half, using ball cutter or 
small spoon; reserve for garnish. Remove remaining pulp from 
shells; dice and measure. (No more than 2V^ cups should be 
used in salad.) 

PoLir boilii^ water over gelatin in bowl; stir until gelatin is 
completely dissolved. Add cold water, lemon juice, mayonnaise 
and salt; blend with rotary beater. Pour into freezing tray or 
metal loaf pan. Chill in freezing unit until Arm about l-inch from 
edge of pan but still soft in center, about 20 to 25 minutes. 

Turn mixture into bowl and whip with rotary beater until fluffy 
and thick. Fold in diced melon. Pour into 1-quart mold or indi¬ 
vidual molds. Chill in refrigerator (not freezing unit) until fli'm, 
about 45 to 60 minutes. Unmold. Garnish with melon bails. Serve 
with salad greens, if desired. Makes 4 to 6 servings.

Why measure disease by 
money?” Glad you asked that 
question. You measure disease 
not by money, of course, but by 
damage to human health or life. 
At the same time, financial loss 
is a handy measuring rod for 
time spent, lost or just wasted 
when working people — who in¬ 
clude most of us — get sick.

The runner-up in this causes-of- 
time-lost sweepstakes is a cate¬ 
gory called “current injuries,” 
which accounts for 249^ of finan¬ 
cial loss. And that proves two 
things: that everybody should be 
more careful, and that respirato¬ 
ry diseases keep twice as many 
people a'W’ay from work .ns does 
the next most prevalent health 
hazard.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass. — 
The jeai- was 1791 when a hard- 
luck Springfield. Mass., school 
teacher reluctantly accepted a 
bay stallion named “Figure” as 
paynient for a year’s tutoring 
service and thez'eby unknowingly 
asseured himself a measure of 
immortality. 

The school master’s name was 
Justin Morgan and the colt he 
accepted so grudgingly (cash, he 
felt, would have been better) was 
an ordinary-looking horse and 
hardly seemed an animal which 
would someday become known a.s 
the foundation ctr.llion of a truly 
Amei’ican Brew'd and a major 
factor in the h'-rse breeding his¬ 
tory of the nation. 

From July 25 to 29 this year, 
fans of the colt’': offspring will 
gather at Northampton’s Tri- 
County Fair Grounds for the 21st 
National Morga.i Horse Show in 
which the finest Morgans in the 
countj’y will take part. 

To Feature 84 Classes 

Featured will be 84 classes, a 
dressage demonstration and □ pa¬ 
rade of ‘Morgans pulling vintage 
livery in the famous Cavalcade 
Americana class. 

Dressage is a demonstration in 
which a horse is sent through a 
program of intricate maneuvers 
with only a minimum of riders 
control being oxeried Commands 
are given to the In.rse rnly by 
variations pressure on the rider’s 
leg. 

The Cavalcade American seg¬ 
ment of the program will feature 
reconditioned carriages filled 
with men, women and children 
dressed in clothing appvnpos of 
an earlier era in American His¬ 
tory. Cavalcade Americajia is 
slated for Saturdav afternoon. 
July 27. 


The 422 Morgans that will be 
on hand to take part in the 84 
classes are all descendents of the 
bay stallion taken by the school 
teacher from his unknown debtor. 

Rival Claims 

Recent research indicates the 
foundation stallion of the breed 
.had in its veins Ai’sliian, thor¬ 
oughbred and possibly some 
Dutch blood. “Figure” grew to be 
a rugged stallion' about 14 hands 
high and so strong it could out- 
pull and outrun any horse in Ver¬ 
mont, where the school-teacher 
had gone after desparing of mak¬ 
ing a living in Springfield. Now, 
both Massachusetts and Vermont 
claim to be the birthplace of the 
Morgan Breed and you can get 
an argument in either state on 
the subject. It is agreed, how¬ 
ever, that Morgans are a New 
England breed, but the owners 
and breeders taking part in the 
“National” later this month v/ill 
be coming from as far west as 
Colorado, as far south as Florida 
and as far north as Canada.

The records of the General Assembly of Massachusetts in 1G39 
tell of what may have been the first post office in this country. The 
house of Richard Fairbanks was made a depositoiy “for all letters 
.which are brought Ci-om beyond tlie seas, or are to be sent thither.” 

In 1672 a postal route was established from Boston to New 
YoHc by way of Hartford. Stopping at certain taverns along the 
whiy, a mounted Post Rider picked up any mail which had been left 
with the landlord. The taverns were the center of business in those 
days and a desk w-as usually kept in the tap room where a traveler 
might write a letter or sign a contract. Solitary travelers often 
chose to go along with the Post Rider, either for company or pro¬ 
tection and he was often seen dashing along the trail with several 
riders following along behind him. 

The first mail to Springfield came from Hartford or Boston in 
any of three way.s, by boat, by horseback or by Indian runnex*s. 
Indians were often hired as Post Men and made long distances on 
foot, jogging along the trail as far as Albany even in mid-winter. 

An inter-Colonial postal service, set up in 1691 by a private 
individual, was taken over by the British government in 1706 and 
operated as a branch of the General Post Office in London. From 
175.3 to tlie War of the Revolution, Benjamin Franklin served as 
deputy Postmaster (general of the British colonies in North America. 
At the begining of the war the Continental Congress appointed him 
• Po.stmaster General and gave him authority to establish post offices 
from Maine to Georgia. Tlie Constitution, adopted in 1789, gave 
Congress the right to establish post offices and post roads and a law 
of the same year created as a permanent part of the government 
llie office of Po.st Ma.ster General. 

Stagecoach lines for passengei-s were first established in 1756 
be.tween Boston, New York and Philadelphia and in 1785 the coach 
lilies began carrying mail also. Postage was paid in coin until 1847

A. No. You do not report their 
wages for social security purpos¬ 
es. Wages paid to a son or daugh¬ 
ter under the age of 21 by a pai*- 
ent are not covered by social sec¬ 
urity. 

Q. I own and operate a service 
station and my father has worked 
for me the past ten years. I have 
never deducled social security 
taxes from his wages nor shown 
him my quarterly report.* I have 
heard the law has changed and 
that I should deduct tuxes and 
report his wages for social sec- 
uity purposes. Is this true? 

A. Yes. The law has been 
changed. For the year 1961 and 
aftei’, a parent working for his 
son or daughter in a trade or 
business is covered, and the wag¬ 
es must be reported. However, 
wages for household services or 
work done by a parent not in the 
course of a trade or business own¬ 
ed by a son or daughter are not 
covered by social security. 

Q. What are the most frequent 
errors employers make when fil¬ 
ing their quarterly reports? 

A. The most frequent errors 
are: omission of social security 
numbers, showing a name differ¬ 
ent fi’om that shown on the em¬ 
ployee’s social secui’ity card, and 
making a typographical error in 
entering the social security num¬ 
ber on the report form. Employ¬ 
ers should copy the social security 
number and name from the em¬ 
ployee’s social security cai*d. All 
reports should be checked for cor¬ 
rectness and completeness before 
mailing.

Hot Weather Care For Animals 


Dr. Gerry B. Schnelle, Chief of 
Staff of the Mass. S. P. C. A.’s 
Angell Memorial Animal Hospi¬ 
tal, Boston, issued a special warn¬ 
ing today on the care of pets and 
all animals during the hot sum¬ 
mer season ahead, particularly 
during heat waves such as the 
New England area suffered last 
week. 

Heat prostration in animals is 
a very real and pre.sent danger. 
Symptoms are rapid, noisy 
breathing; and if these symptoms 
are not controlled followed by 
convulsions, coma and death. Any 
animal showing these symptoms 
should immediately be placed in 
a tub of cool water and kept there 
until breathing becomes normal. 
In sereve cases a veterinarian 
should be consulted. 

All animas should have avail¬ 
able at all times a fre.sh clean 
.supply of water. Animals should 
be kept in shaded ai*eas or have 
access to them at all times dur¬ 
ing the day. Dog owners should 
be particularly careful to see that 
•dogs which are tied or which 
have dog houses are properly 
shaded Pet owners who are plan¬ 
ning to take animals with them 
on vacation are advised that 
traveling with animals during a 
heat wave may present serious 
problems It would be better to 
wait until the extreme heat is 
over or make other plans for your 
pet Under no circumstances leave 
your pet in a closed car during 
the summer months During ex¬ 
tremely hot weather, even open 
windows cannot i*educe the high

A promising technique for re- | 
building coronary arteries with 
tissue patches from nearby blood 
vessels has been developed in ani¬ 
mals at the West Roxbury Veter¬ 
ans Administration Hospital. 

Doctors there, supported in 
part by the Heart Association, 
have performed experiments that 
may help overcome some of the 
technical difficulties connected 
with surgery to remove local 
blockage in the coronary arteries, 
■which nourish the heart,. 

The project was instituted be¬ 
cause. in the 75 pei'cent of pa¬ 
tients who survive coronary heart 
attacks, many continue to have 
partially disabling symptoms. In 
these persons, it is believed by 
the investigators that long-term 
improvement can be achieved by

$38. 


The general deadline for voca¬ 
tional rehabilitation training for 
disabled Korean Conflict veter¬ 
ans has been eliminated, accord¬ 
ing to William F. Connors, man¬ 
ager of the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion regional office, Boston. 

The deadline for completion of 
such training formerly was Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1964, or nine years after 
being separated from the armed 
forces, whichever was earlier.

Two jiools, known as Vincent’s 
Hole and Before Hole, will be 
major spawning areas. Four ad¬ 
ditional-.holes, known as the Up¬ 
per and Lower Couplets, are now 
being completed as minor spawn¬ 
ing beds. 240 loads of gravel were 
trucked to the river and spread 
in the downstream edge Of tlie 
pools to make a sloping bed for 
the fish, 

The gravel is a mixture of 
•washed pebbles,' sand pit screen¬ 
ings, and bank-run gravel. Ac¬ 
cording to Jim MacMartin, Fish 
& Game biologist for the past 14 
years and in ehax-ge of the proj¬ 
ect, trout and salmon can easily 
and ■without harm follow their in¬ 
stinct to “dig” eight to ten inches 
deep in the prepared gravel to 
lay. their eggs and then cover 
them up. 

The consistency of the gravel 
'anil its slope on the downsti’oam 
edge of the pool allows the water 
to “percolate” through the gravel, 
lu'inging oxygen to the eggs and 
in a'sense incubating them. 

, The hatchecj fish, called sac 
fry, work up through the gravel 
in four or five weeks. Tlxey re- 
pnain in the stream for two sum¬ 
mers before moving into Lake 
Memphremagog to mature, and 
return, to the river to spawn in 
the fall. 

The Clyde will be stocked with 
salmon later this summei-, with 
hopes 'that- after maturity in 
Lake Memphremagog they will 
i-eturn to the Clyde to spawn. 
This fall a few salmon and trout 
will ])e using the beds. In coming 
years a large increase of salmon 
and trout,' which will be spawn 
ing in the imi)roved pools two or 


eight-year life. The increased 
I spawning potential will increase 
! the number of salmon and trout 
[ in Lake Memphremagog and the 
i Clyde River and will create bet¬ 
ter fishing. 

* * <•>

fish inhabiting the fabulous 
body of water proved futile. Joe 
and Harley have traveled all over 
the eastern part of the states 
fishing and are well known in 
Canada for their jjvanks and fish¬ 
ing prowess. Harley has been 
known to snort when asked to 
join a group fishing Quabbiii. 

We hear fi’om the “gi-apevine” 
that Harley was rummaging 
through sevei’ul tackel boxes look¬ 
ing for “those lures that catch 
fash at the Quabbin, ‘Moose-, 
looks’,”. Covered this area with a 
fine tooth comb looking for a 
boat to put his motor on for Sat¬ 
urday, and has Bob Jacobs going 
out of his mind dreaming about 
the large “lakers” that are wait- i 
ing for them. What brought this 
all about? Harley visited Gale 8 
Wednesday and viewed the catch 
of trout hauled in by sevei*al fish¬ 
ermen, plus the record sheet 
showing the number of fish 
caught and the weight. This evi¬ 
dently started the red corpuscles 
reviving through Harley’s veins 
and now the best fishing in the 
U. S. is at the Quabbin. 

We understand that Herm 
Mutti is going to give it another 
whirl one of these Wednesdays.

Fishin's ea.sy. Finding fish Is 
the tricky part. 

This observation vrill take on 
more importance during the sum¬ 
mer months as many thousands 
of vacationing fishermen try 
their luck on strange -waters. 
How successfully the obstacle of 
finding fish Is surmounted often 
determines the trip's success. 

To make your job of exploring 
the depths easier and quicker, 
Mercury outboard fishing ex¬ 
perts outline several method* 
that will be helpful.
